BYE - LAWS FOR THE REGULATION OR PROHIBITION OF THE MAKING OF EXCAVATIONS OR 

REMOVAL OF SOIL ETC . IN MORAR CANTONMENT 
S . R . O . 155 , dated 29th Apl, 1961,- - In exercise of the powers confecred by clause 
( 36 ) of Section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , 
the following byelaws for the regulation or prohibition of making of excavations 
or removal of soil etc ., in the Morar Cantonments, made by the Cantonment 
Board , Morar, are herehy published for general information , the same having 
been previously published and having been approved and confirmed by the 
Central Government as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said 
Act, namely : 

1 . No person shall make any excavations or remove soil or quarry within 
the Cantonment except with the permission in writing of the Cantonment 
Executive OMcer . 

Provided this byelaw shall not apply to those portions of the Cantonment 
which are under the occupation of or management of the Military units and 
remain under the control of the Military authorities. 

2 . No person shall in cxcavating or removing soil or quarrying , cause earth 
or stone to slide down so as to form any obstruction to the flow of water or to 
form holes in which water may be collected . 

3 . No person shall deposit sand . gravel or stone in any place within the 
Cantonment without the permission in writing of the Board and subject to such 
conditions as the Board may deem fit and proper . 

4 . Whoever contravenes any of the provisions of these bye - laws shall be 
punishable as follows, namely - 

( a ) With a fine which may extend to Rs . 100 and in case of a continuing 

contravention , with an additional fine, which may extend to Rs. 20 / 
for every day during which such contravention continues after con 

viction for the first such contravention , or , 
( b ) With a fine which may extend to ten rupees for every day during 

which the contravention continues after the receipt of a notice from 
the Board by the person contravening the bye - law requiring such 
person to discontinue such contravention .

— The following amendment to the bye - laws 
for regulating the use or occupation of any street or public place by itinerant

S . R . O . 159, dated 5th May 1961. - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) the Cantonment Board , 
Kanpur with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes 
the following amendments to the Defence Department notification No. 1063, 
dated the 19th April 1947 , imposing a tax on vehicles plying for hire or kept 
in Kanpur Cantonment, namely :

CANTONMENT _ TAXATION 
S . R . O . 160, dated 5th May 1961. - In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) the Cantonment Board , 
Saugor , with the previous sanction of the Central Government, imposes a water 
tax on the annual gross letting value of buildings and lands situated in the said 
Cantonment, payable by the owners thereof, at the following rates, namely :
